This opportunity is effective immediately. ‘The regular Application For Registration 
is to be used, and those animals to be registered without a sketch as identification must be 
tattooed before the application is submitted. The tattoo is to be written in the spaces pro- 
vided on the front m the application. 


Any Guernsey to be registered with only a tattoo as identification must be tattooed 
with indelible ink or paste in both ears with the same tattoo. At least one letter and one 
number must be used in the tattoo. No two animals in the same herd and of the same sex 
can have the same tattoo. 


A regular registration certificate with the sketch outline left blank will be issued 
for each animal recorded during the study. The sketch outline on the certificate is not 
to be filled in by the owner. If the animal is sold and is to be transferred, submit the reg- 
istration certificate and transfer to the Club with a registration application form giving 
the name, registration number, tattoo and sketch or photographs of the animal. This 
form must be signed by the seller. (If photos are submitted, be sure to send one of each 
side of the animal with its head facing the camera in one picture. On the back of each 
photo write the animal’s name, number and tattoo.) Send the Club the registration cer- 
tificate of any animal that is sold and not to be transferred. 


There will be no charge for placing the sketch on the registration certificate at time 
of transfer. 


Those breeders who do not already tattov their animals and wish to take part in this 
study should consult a neighbor who does tattoo, a veterinarian or county agent for advice 
on the best procedure and system of tattooing. It is important to make good, legible tattoos 
which will not fade out and to devise a tattoo system which will be followed consistently 
for record keeping purposes.

REGISTERED GUERNSEYS OUTPRODUCE GRADES BY BIG MARGIN 


N January, 1964, it was rumored that there were errors in the DHIA lactation averages for 1960, by breed 
[end by registered and grade cows, in which the errors resulted in inflated values for the grade cows in breeds 

other than Holsteins. This has been confirmed, and the USDA, Animal Husbandry Division, Beltsville, Mary- 
land, on May 27, wrote to all Extension Specialists in cnarge of DHIA and to the National Breed Associations 
enclosing corrected DHIA lactation averages for 1960. The new and corrected averages credit the registered Guern- 
sey cows with producing 8724 pounds of milk and 421 pounds of fat compared to 8269 pounds of milk and 386 
pounds of fat for grade Guernseys. In other words, registered Guernseys outproduced grade Guernseys by 455 
pounds of milk and 35 pounds of butterfat. 

We hope that dairy extension specialists and all in educational work will call this correction to the atten- 
tion of dairymen whom they contact, There has been publicity of the incorrect DHIA 1960 averages that has 
pated J high testing breeds, and we certainly hope that in each case where this has happened that it will be 
corrected. 

In the May 25, 1964, issue of Hoard’s Dairyman there appeared a letter from E, Grant Moody, Professor of 
Animal Science at Arizona, with a title “Challenge to Purebreds.” In referring to the 1960 DHIA averages, he 
reports the figures show that except for the Holstein-Friesian breed the grades outproduced the registered ani- 
mals in milk production, but not in fat production. The corrected figures show that registered Guernseys main- 
tain a commanding lead in production over grade Guernseys as represented by 455 pounds of milk and 35 pounds 
of butterfat per cow. 


FDA CITES MISLEADING POLYUNSATURATED LABELING 

We quote the following from the June 1, 1964, issue of Focus, published by the National Dairy Council: 
“In action long expected, the Food and Drug Administration last week warned it would take legal action against 
the labeling of vegetable oil products as polyunsaturated and thus supposedly effective in treating or preventing 
heart or artery disease.” 

The following is quoted from the May 28, 1964, Wall Street Journal: 

The Food and Drug Administration, asserting consumers don’t know the meaning of “polyunsaturated,” 
warned it may sieze vegetable oils with that word or related words on their labels. 

The agency said a consumer survey indicates “polyunsaturated,” “unsaturated,” “low in cholesterol,” “better 
for you because it’s made from 100% golden corn oil,” and similar statements on labels mislead many people to 
believe these foods will reduce blood cholesterol and thus be effective in treating or preventing heart and artery 
diseases, the Associated Press reported.

Companies making fats and oils denounced the FDA statement. Corn Products Co., for example, said, “Un- 
derstanding can’t be furthered by a banning of words—especialy those words whose fundamental accuracy isn’t 
questioned, On the contrary, we believe that suppression creates confusion and ignorance.” 

Polyunsaturated fats are generally those fats and oils derived from vegetable sources such as corn, cottonseed, 
safflower seed or sunflower seed, Saturated fats—meaning their molecules are totally saturated with hydrogen— 
generally are animal fats or oils that have been artificially hydrogenated, such as unoiey yremed shortening. 


A number of heart disease researchers have found that substituting the polyunsaturated fats for saturated 
fats in the diet on a major scale will lower the amount of cholesterol in the blood. Excessive cholesterol has been 
implicated as a possible factor in heart disease, but it isn’t known whether lowering cholesterol level by changing 
the diet will help prevent heart disease. 

George P. Larrick, FDA commissioner, said foods labeled polyunsaturated “play no significant part in reduc- 
ing blood cholesterol unless the diet is changed drastically in other respects.” 

Reaffirmation of Policy. He said the FDA was reaffirming an official policy statement of Dec. 10, 1959, that 
said: “Any claim, direct or implied, in the labeling of fats and oils or other fatty substances offered to the gen- 
eral public that they will prevent, mitigate, or cure diseases of the heart or arteries is false or misleading, and con- 
stitutes misbranding within the meaning of the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act.” 

Mr, Larrick said yesterday’s action was prompted by a survey of 780 people last May and June. The survey, 
conducted by a private company, covered individuals in 30 areas who were believed to be representative of the 
adult population throughout the nation. as 

These people, Mr. Larrick said, were misled by advertising. Among the other phrases he called misleading were: 
“Ask your doctor,” “Better for people’s health,” and “Are you concerned about saturated fats?” 

Prompt Revision Sought. The food industry should promptly revise such labeling and promotional prac- 
tices for oils, fats and related foods, he said. An FDA spokesman noted the agency has authority to seize mis- 
branded goods or to seek an injunction to prevent misbranding. 

There are about a dozen major producers of polyunsaturated vegetable oils. Some, including Procter & Gamble 
Co. in Cincinnati and Standard Brands, Inc., in New York, had no immediate comment on the FDA action. 

But others assailed it, B. T. Rocca, fr, president of Pacific Vegetable Oil Corp. of San Francisco, said: “We 
don’t believe advertising a product for what it is is misleading. The public is entitled to know.” He called the 
action “extremely unreasonable” and said it is a “tenuous case” if the FDA argues it isn’t “what you say that’s 
untrue but what the public thinks you say is untrue.” sane 

Corn oil output in the year ending Sept. 30 probably will rise about 13% from 381 million pounds in 
1962-63, corn refiners estimate. 

Promotion of Health Claims. Public interest in polyunsaturated fats dates to 1953, when two medical re- 
search studies indicated substitution of polyunsaturates for saturated fats in the diet could help lower blood choles- 
terol levels, an American Medical Association official said. But the polyunsaturates didn’t gain much attention until 
1957, when vegetable oil producers began promoting health claims for their products, he said. 

A flurry of new products high in polyunsaturates followed as food companies entered the market, he added. 
These included the “specialty” margarines—mainly of either a corn oil or safflower oil base—and safflower oils 
for cooking and salads. Major shortening makers also changed their recipes to include more polyunsaturates. 

The AMA official, in commenting on yesterday’s anouncement by the FDA, said, “The AMA and the FDA

On Tuesday, the 87th Annual 
Meeting of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club convened at the Holi- 
day Inn, New York City, New York. 
The meeting was called to order by 
President Lloyd S. Riford, and John 
Worthington, Bel Air, Md., gave the 
invocation. Secretary Robert D. Stew- 
art read the Call of the Annual 
Meeting, as previously published in 
the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, fol- 
lowing which President Riford de- 
clared a quorum present and that the 
business of the meeting could pro- 
ceed. 

The Proxy Committee was com- 
prised of Vernon D. Mudgett, Deers- 
horn Farm, Sterling Junction, Mass., 
Clifton J. Wardell, Wardell’s Farm, 
Freehold, N. J., and J. Ellis Croshaw, 
Jr., Orchard Crest Farm, Wrights- 
town, New Jersey.

President Riford then made the 
following report to the membership: 
If I were to apply a title to the re- 
marks | shall make this morning, it 
would be in the form of a question, 
“Are the policies, programs and ac- 
tivities of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club meeting the present- 
day needs of Guernsey breeders?” 
And this question leads to another, 
“Are these policies flexible enough 
and is there the vision necessary to 
meet the certain changes of the 
years ahead?” I had been giving 
thought to these questions for some 
time when I attended the meeting 
of the Purebred Dairy Cattle As- 
sociation in January. There I listened 
to a panel discussion by a most able 
group, which I believe was the best 
symposium I ever heard on any sub- 
ject. The question involved was the 
future of the registered dairy breed 
associations. 

As most of you know, the PDCA 
is the organization of all the dairy 
cattle associations. Like any indus- 
try, or trade association, its function 
is to do for its members those things 
which the members cannot do alone, 
or which it can do better. This or- 
ganization has been of great service 
to the breed associations in working 
on the problems common to all. Our 
own Frank Brown is currently presi- 
dent of PDCA and Karl Musser has 
been executive secretary for a long 
time. While we of the Guernsey 
breed are a part of the purebred 
dairy cattle industry, the purebred 
industry is, in turn, part of the great 
over-all dairy industry. 

Keeping this in mind, we have 
many problems in common with all 
milk producers, processors and dis- 
tributors. This great industry comes 
closer, perhaps, to all our people than 
any other industry. And yet, in recent 
years, milk and its products have 
come under severe attack. As Dr. 
George Davis said before the Na- 
tional Dairy Council last winter, “In 
some ways the pure glee that some 
folks get out of knocking milk as a 
food is amazing.” But these attacks

are going on, largely by people who 
profit by inducing the public to be- 
lieve that milk and its products are 
in some way detrimental. The whole 
dairy industry has a job to do to 
counteract such propaganda which 
is based mostly on unproven theo- 
ries. It is disconcerting, to say the 
least, to see the industry constantly 
on the defensive. On the other hand. 
it is encouraging to note that the 
American Dairy Association and the 
National Dairy Council are taking 
a more positive stand in their pub- 
licity. There is a vast amount of 
material to work with. Milk is still 
the most nearly perfect food for man. 
The famous statement of Gov. Hoard 
still holds: “The dairy cow is the 


foster mother of the human race.” 


But we are here to talk about our 
own problems. We could get at the 
answers to the questions | asked by 
attempting to list the needs of 
Guernsey breeders and then see if 
present programs are meeting these 
needs. I believe it would be better, 
however, to discuss the present ac- 
tivities of the Club and try to deter- 
mine if these do meet present needs 
and if other programs are necessary. 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
is an organization of Guernsey breed- 
ers whose function is the same as 
any industry association, namely, to 
do for its members the things they 
cannot do individually. There is this 
slight difference in that the Club 
was first primarily a record-keeping 
society. The preamble to the Con- 
stitution adopted by that small group 
of Guernsey breeders in 1877 who 
organized The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club states that the object of 
the Association was to maintain a 
Herd Register and to guard the pur- 
ity of the breed. 


Thus the Herd Register Division 
has always been of first importance. 
Fees for registrations and transfers 
have been the principal source of 
income for the Club. The wide use 
of sires in Artificial Insemination 
Units hts created many problems for 
this Division, but procedures have 
now been well standardized. There 
would seem little question but that 
the Club has performed its function 
fully as a record society. It must al- 
ways be recognized that the accuracy 
of pedigrees is dependent upon the 
care and, I guess it must be said, the 
integrity of each breeder. For some 
years now blood typing has been 
used by the breed associations to es- 
tablish proof of ancestry, but is prac- 
tical only for occasional spot checks. 

The first program of The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club other than 
registrations and transfers was the 
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Advanced Register. Interest in pro- 
duction tests at home and contests 
at fairs had been increasing. In 1901 
the rules and regulations for the Ad- 
vanced Register were drawn up. The 
first AR record was approved in 1902. 

You are all familiar with the evolu- 
tion of production testing. For many 
years, the test period was two days 
with a preliminary milking. Then it 
was one day. There were the single 
letter and double letter classes, and 
then the triple letter. Then the herd 
test, HIR, as opposed to selective 
testing under AR. The PDCA was 
active through these years in develop- 
ing uniform rules for all the breeds. 
Now we have come very generally 
to DHIR testing, working in close 
cooperation with the DHIA’s and 
the state colleges. The 305-day rec- 
ords predominate. Mature equiva- 
lents are in common use to eliminate 
the age factor in comparisons. 

The Gold Star program of our 
breed has been made possible by the 
gradual standardization of produc- 
tion testing. 

Perhaps there could be some ques- 
tion as to whether or not the present 
production testing program fully 
meets the needs of Guernsey breed- 
ers. Certainly each of the many 
changes through the years has been 
aimed toward making production rec- 


ords more valuable in breeding pro- 
grams. In addition, a principal ob- 
jective has been to make testing as 
economical and as simple as possible 
in order to induce every Guernsey 
breeder to put his herd on official 
test. The program receives constant 


study by the directors and staff, and 
also by the PDCA, to insure the 
authenticity of records and to de- 
velop any improvements in the 
system. 

The Performance Register has 
been an outgrowth of Production 
Testing, and now includes show ring 
and classification records. Whether 
its value to breeders warrants its cost 
to the Club is sometimes questioned. 

The Pedigree Division provides a 
service which is now available in no 
other way. Sales catalogs are neces- 
sary, and no one but the Club can 
prepare complete pedigrees because: 
(1) We do not publish an Annual 
Herd Register, and (2) we discon- 
tinued the Female Listing in the Per- 
formance Register. While this divi- 
sion meets very definite needs, i 
should be self-supporting and not 
require subsidizing, which is gen- 
erally the case. 

I mentioned that the Advanced 
Register was the first program of the 
Club in addition to the Herd Regis- 
ter. This is not entirely correct as 
there had been a checkered career 
of breed publications beginning in 
1885. However, there was no con- 
sistent publication of a breed paper 
until Mr. Caldwell established the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal in 1910. 
This has been an outstanding pub- 
lication among the dairy breeds ever 
since. There have been evolutionary 
changes, also, in the Journal through 
the years. The publication of month- 
ly credits, all transfers, feed records 
and the full list of Class Leaders in 
every issue have been gradually 
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dropped in an effort to provide 
breeders with only the most helpful 
information, as well as the fact that 
publication of such detail became 
unduly expensive. 

I doubt if anyone would question 
the need of a breed publication. 
How well the Guernsey Journal 
meets this need is given constant 
study, not only by the Journal staff, 
but by the directors and officers. It 
can be seen that these many changes 
have been the result of continuing 
efforts to put out a breed journal 
which can be most helpful to Guern- 
sey breeders. Costs and income have 
been important factors. As the num- 
ber of Guernsey breeders has de- 
creased the number of subscribers 
has gone down. Advertising, which 
is the big source of income, has de- 
clined as the economy has changed. 
Thus the question as to how much 
the Journal should be subsidized is 
a constant one. 

Since a courageous group of 
Guernsey breeders sent 25 cows to 
the World’s Fair in Chicago in 1893, 
the promotion of the breed has been 
a definite policy of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. A tangible 
program was not much in evidence 
until several years later, but once 
under way the promotion and ex- 
tension programs grew until count- 
ing the men employed directly by 
the Club and those employed by 
state and regional organizations, the 
field staff numbers 31. State associa- 
tions were organized or, in some 
cases, area organizations. County and 
parish clubs were started. The na-

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tional club has continually encour- 
aged these groups in every way pos- 
sible, knowing that healthy grass 
roots organizations provide strength 
and are the greatest assets in pro- 
moting the breed. 

Promotion and extension provide 
practically no income and must be 
financed by income from the Herd 
Register Division. Future conditions, 
particularly available funds, will have 
to determine how much promotion 
and extension can be financed. 


The work of the Type Committee 
has become an important activity of 
the Club. This Committee first came 
into being in 1923, and has been re- 
sponsible for many changes in the 
efforts to improve type within the 
breed. During recent years, coopera- 
tive efforts of all the dairy breeds 
through the PDCA have had bene- 


ficial results. 


The Show Ring procedures are 
now largely determined by the Type 
Committee, although the Show Ring 
has, from the early days, been a major 
project of Guernsey breeders. The 
effect this has had upon the type of 
Guernsey animals is most obvious. 
Guernsey breeders and the Club 
have been strong believers in the 
positive relation of desirable type to 
long-time high production. In the 
main, the Show Ring has been ac- 
cepted, not as an mae in itself, but 
as one means of constantly improv- 
ing the productive ability of Guern- 
sey cows. 

The Classification Program was 
started in 1947 as a project of the 
Type Committee. I believe it is ac- 
cepted that this program has had a 
marked influence in improving the 
type of Guernsey cows. Certainly it 
is the objective of the Classification 
Program to further the development 
of a Guernsey type which will pro- 
vide the potential for the desired life- 
time high production. It would seem 
sure that the Classification Program 
and the Show Ring will continue to 
influence breed improvement if we 
do not lose sight of the fact that 
these are desirable means to an end 
and not ends of themselves. 


The Type Committee in its own 
activities is not an expensive project. 
The Classification Program should 
be self-supporting. I doubt if there 
are many Guernsey breeders who 
feel that these activities are not help- 
ful to the breed. As with all other 
programs, many changes have taken 
place through the years, always in an 
attempt to make the Show Ring and 
Classification more valuable to breed- 
ers. 


I have left until last the most im- 
portant and far-reaching activity of

The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club. The early breeders of Guern- 
seys in this country recognized the 
outstanding qualities of Guernsey 
milk as did the Monks on Guernsey 
Island many centuries ago. But it was 
not until 1921 that a determined ef- 
fort was started to really capitalize 
on this remarkable asset of the 
Guernsey breed. It was in that year 
that Karl Musser, with others, put 
the phrase “Golden Guernsey” into 
use, and designed a bottle cap with 
the words “Golden Guernsey Prod- 
ucts.” In 1923 “Golden Guernsey” 
became a registered trade-mark. Gold- 
en Guernsey, Incorporated, was es- 
tablished in 1934 as the milk market- 
ing organization of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. The Golden 
Guernsey Advisory Council was or- 
ganized in 1937, and was succeeded 
by the Golden Guernsey Committee 
in 1955. It has met twice yearly with 
the Directors and has been respon- 
sible for milk marketing programs. 

“Golden Guernsey” has been an 
outstanding example of a_ trade- 
marked agricultural product. Of 
course this project would never have 
gotten off the ground unless a very 
superior product was involved. Sales 
of “Golden Guernsey” have shown 
a steady increase. The 1963 sales 
were 36 per cent greater than in 
1953. At present, 719,162 quarts of 
“Golden Guernsey Products” are 
sold daily. The Golden Guernsey 
program provides a premium market 
for Guernsey breeders in nearly 
every section of the country. 
The program is handicapped by 
milk marketing orders which dis- 
count a quality product and force 
Guernsey producers to share the ad- 
vantages of such top quality with all 
other milk producers. When con- 
sumers are allowed to exercise their 
own desires, Guernsey milk is read- 
ily accepted. The most difficult prob- 
lem is finding distribution. 

It is beyond argument that this 
program has been of great help to 
the Guernsey breed, both directly in 
providing a premium market and in- 
directly in creating a demand for 
Guernsey cattle. In this connection, 
the comment of one of our fieldmen 
in his 1963 report is significant. 
“Several new herds were established 
as a result of our trade-mark pro- 
gram. In no instance that the writer 
is familiar with, has a new herd of 
Guernseys been established in the 
territory during the year that was not 
the result of our Golden Guernsey 
program.” It would seem that any 
debatable issue about the program 
would lie in its execution. About all 
that can be said is that an able, ex- 
perienced and dedicated group of 
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men have determined the policies of 
Golden Guernsey since its inception. 


My remarks have not been intend- 
ed to give a history of the various 
activities of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. Neither has it been my 
intent to uphold the present pro- 
grams. Rather, I have brought to 
your attention the development of 
these programs and their present sta- 
tus so that they can be surveyed in 
the light of the questions I asked. 
Do they meet present-day needs? Are 
other programs needed? Is there a 
forward-looking philosophy which 
will meet changing conditions? 


In an attempt to find some an- 
swers to these questions—let’s take a 
look at the registration situation as 
being perhaps the best measure of 
the adequacy of Club programs. This 
is a problem common to all the dairy 
breed associations, and prompted 
much discussion at the PDCA meet- 
ing. It was pointed out that the long- 
time argument between grades and 
nurebreds has now become one large- 
ly between registered herds and un- 
registered purebred herds—that many 
so-called grade herds are actually as 
purebred as ever, but the owner has 
failed to keep up his papers. There 
was much discussion as to the reason 
for letting registration papers lapse. 

This falling off in registrations is 
the most serious problem facing The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club and 
is of grave concern to the directors 
and staff, and should be to all Guern- 
sey breeders. We should certainly 
try to determine if this situation is 
the result of inadequate Club activi- 
ties, or failure of present programs 
to meet the needs of breeders. Or we 
should look for the cause in some 
other direction.

I have mentioned that the income 
of the Herd Register Division is the 
principal source of income and must 
finance a number of other activities, 
and at times subsidize certain pro- 
grams which logically, it would seem, 
should be self-sustaining. In this con- 
nection, if three programs for which 
fees are charged had broken even in 
1963, the Club would have shown 
an operating profit instead of a loss. 
Certainly these activities cannot be 
subsidized unless Herd Register In- 
come is sufficient or promotion and 
extension curtailed. 


Now, are sins of commission or 
omission in Club programs the rea- 
son for breeders not keeping up their 
registrations? One fact, I believe, 
throws a little light on this problem. 
During recent years the Directors 
have declared a registration specia! 
two or three times, allowing regis-

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tration of all over-age animals at the 
minimum penalty fee. Each time 
there has been a great surge in regis- 
trations, incidentally allowing the 
Club to show healthy profits for 
those years. This would seem to 
point to one conclusion—breeders 
want to keep up their papers but 
through carelessness or neglect allow 
animals to get past the age for mini 
mum fees. Then they grab at the 
opportunity to bring registrations up 
to date, yet the cost would have been 
the same, or even less, had they 
registered these animals at the prop- 
er age, and the job would have 
been easier. 


Are the programs of the Club, or 
lack of programs, responsible for the 
falling off in registrations? The Di- 
rectors anxiously seek the answer to 
this question. It does seem that dis- 
tinct changes in the purebred in- 
dustry have been the main reason. 
In spite of these changes, which un- 
doubtedly have, on the surface, re- 
moved some incentive for Guernsey 
breeders to keep up registrations, 
there are only rare instances where 
the monetary value of maintaining 
registrations cannot be demonstrated. 

As to whether or not present pro- 
grams are meeting the needs of 
breeders as measured in terms other 
than the volume of registrations, | 
can assure you that these programs 
are studied constantly by the Di- 
rectors and Staff. Any improvement 
in any of the programs which would 
better meet the needs would be put 
into effect if it was recognized and 
was possible within the limits of in- 
come. 


The Golden Guernsey program is 
self-supporting and efforts to in- 
crease Golden Guernsey sales pro- 
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vide the best type of promotion for 
the breed. The superior product from 
our Own cows gives us an asset u- 
nique among the dairy breeds. Great 
credit must go to the pioneers who 
recognized the possibilities and de- 
veloped the Golden Guernsey pro- 


am. 

Are the policies and programs flex- 
ible and is there a forward looking 
philosophy? Time alone can answer 
that question. In briefly sketching 
the history of the various activities, 
I have pointed out that there have 
been many evolutionary changes 
which indicate that past manage- 
ment has met changing conditions. 
Some of these were too slow in com- 
ing, but hindsight is always better. 
Your elected representatives, the Di- 
rectors of the Club, are charged with 
the development of policies which 
will determine the future of the 
Club and the Breed. Your construc- 
tive suggestions are both desirable 
and necessary. 

I know I have not answered com- 
ay the questions I asked. If I 

ave stimulated your thinking, that 
is what I hoped to do. 

Next in the order of business was 
the annual report of Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Robert D. Stewart, which 
follows: 


It is interesting to recall that the 
founding Constitution of the Club 
was created only a few blocks from 
here in the Astor House in 1877 by 
11 men from Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. This area is rich in 
Guernsey heritage. 


The Club’s 75th Anniversary 
Meeting in 1952 was held in At- 
lantic City, with the New Jersey 
Association as host. Revolutionary 
changes have taken place in the 
dairy industry, especially in the 12 
years since our 75th Anniversary. 
Our tomorrow must concern us, just 
as the founders’ tomorrow concerned 


them in 1877. 


As President Riford stated, we 
must continuously analyze the pro- 
grams we sponsor to make sure that 
they will best promote and improve 
the breed today and tomorrow. In 
the normal growth of purebreds 25 
and 30 years ago, one could expect 
a normal increase of three to five per 
cent in registrations over the previous 
year. However, this has changed— 
the purebred livestock industry is 
being challenged—their superiority is 
being questioned, and as a result 
there is question in the minds of 
members about keeping up their reg- 
istrations. As president Riford indi- 
cated, activity in the Herd Register 
Division is the financal backbone of

1. High cost of labor and low

The following factors affect the 
number of the high fat breeds being 
registered today: 

1. The erroneous belief by house- 
wives and teen-age girls that 
milk is fattening. 

. The association 
milk fat with 
heart problem. 

. The advertising and promotion 
of skim milk and 2% fluid 
products.

. DHIA reports that show in- 
come above feed costs per cow, 
by herd, by breed.

us, we are indeed fortunate that as 
a result of your excellent husbandry, 
breeding, feeding, care and manage- 
ment, Guernsey cows today are pro- 
ducing the most and are the best 
type in the breed’s history. (The ac- 
tivities of the various divisions ap- 
peared in the report in the Journal.) 

The three largest distributors of 
Golden Guernsey milk products are 
testing their producers’ milk for pro- 
tein on a herd basis. The Golden 
Guernsey Dairy Co-operative at Mil- 
waukee is paying their producers a 
premium based on protein, and to 
our knowledge this is the only ex- 
ample of a distributor paying a pro- 
ducer premium based on protein. 
Edisto Farms Dairy and Walker 
Farms are continuing to gather more 
data with their protein testing, and 
they will be able to consider pro- 
ducer premium payments for protein 
in the future. 

Cornell University is conducting 
research with a Spectronic 20 colori- 
meter and a color analyzer reflect- 
ance attachment manufactured by 
Bausch Lomb, Rochester, N. Y., for 
measuring the yellow color in milk. 
We purchased the equipment and 
it was delivered to them in June. 
The research is progressing satisfac- 
torily, and at this point it appears 
that it will accurately measure the 
yellow color in Guernsey milk, al- 
though it is a longer laboratory pro- 
cedure than with equipment that we 
have used in the past. 

We have conferred and _ corre- 
sponded with the officials of All- 
Jersey, Inc., regarding a united sup- 
yort of individual-handler pooling in 
Federal orders in preference to mar- 
ketwide. Since the first of the year, 
testimony in support of individual 
handler pools has been approved by 
both of our organizations, used at 
hearings, and published in the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 

One of the biggest breaks that we 
could have would be changing all 
Federal milk orders with marketwide 
pools to individual handler pools. 
We solicit suggestions for making 
progress in this direction. When the 
protein test is standardized and ap- 
proved by the special Dairy Science 
Committee, this will open up an- 
other fertile field to develop pricing 
plans for paying for milk on the 
basis of protein and fat. We solicit 
suggestions toward this goal. 

The Guernsey cow is at the high- 
est point of excellence since the Club 
was founded here 87 years ago. We 
welcome suggestions from everyone 
as to the best programs for the Club 
to sponsor in the future to further 
improve and promote the breed. Dis-

C. Penney, President, and owned by 
the University of Missouri, Colum- 
bia, Missouri. In 11 lactations, 4060 
days on official test, “Quality” made 
169,112 Ibs. of milk and 7,919 Ibs. 
of fat. Her first three records were 
made on 3x milking and her last 
eight records were all made on 2x 
milking. She is the dam of 11 regis- 
tered progeny, six daughters and five 
sons. It is befitting that “Quality” 
should win this recognition in 1963, 
for her maternal granddam, Fore- 
most Quantity, bred by Mr. J. C. 


Penney, won a similar honor in 1952 


with a lifetime production of 137,- 
889 lbs. of milk and 6,294 lbs. of fat. 
“Quality,” the 1963 winner, classi- 
fied Excellent in 1957 and again in 
1963. She has contributed much to 
the present Foremost Guernseys at 


the University of Missouri, and in 
the present herd there are daughters 
by three of her sons, and a fourth 
son is in service. Her daughters in- 
clude, Foremost J. C.’s Quality, eight 
records that include 13688 Ibs. of 
milk and 611 Ibs. of fat, Jr2 — 365 
— 3x and 14960 Ibs. of milk and 
730 Ibs. of fat, Sr3 — 365C — 3x; 
Foremost J. C.’s Qualitina, seven 
records that include 15804 lbs. of 
milk and 651 Ibs. of fat, 5yrs — 
HIR — 365 — 2x; Foremost J. C.’s 
Qualina, four records that include 
10921 lbs. of milk and 505 Ibs. of 
fat, Sr3 — HIR — 365 — 2x, and 
Foremost J. C.’s Qualelity, five rec- 
ords that include 11722 lbs. of milk 
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and 528 lbs. of fat, Jr3 — HIR — 
344 — 2x. These four daughters are 
by Foremost J. C., he a son of 
Superb’s Faithful, she dam of Fore- 
most Quantity, Liebers Trophy win- 
ner in 1952. 

The presentation of the Fitzpatrick 
Memorial Award was made by Presi- 
dent Riford to George W. Chambers. 
This is the first year that this award 
has been given to recognize the work 
of an outstanding fieldman. President 
Riford stated that George William 
Chambers was born in Owatonna, 
Minn., in 1906. As a boy he was on 
two Minnesota 4-H Judging Teams 
and was on the University of Minne- 
sota Judging Team while in college. 
He worked his way through college 
milking test cows, and spent two 
summers on the show circuit. After 
graduation from the University of 
Minnesota, George was employed as 
a 4H Club Agent in Carlton 
County, and later worked as County 
Agent in Clearwater and Winona 
Counties. He began work as Field 
Representative of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club on January 1, 
1947, covering the states of North 
and South Dakota, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and Illinois. Over the years 
the territory has been re-arranged so 
that what he calls his “eight-state 
area” now includes Iowa, Kansas, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
North and South Dakota and Wis- 
consin. George and Maude Cham- 
bers live in Owatonna, Minnesota. 
Their two daughters are married and 
their first grandchild was born in 
1962.

After graduation, he spent six

24. Later, he demonstrated in the 
middle west the first field corn 
picker and husker manufactured by 
any implement concern. 


“Hobe” rejoined the Gardner Ad- 
vertising Agency in St. Louis in 
1917, Gemee ae Manager in 
1923, and remained until 1925. He 
then joined the Erwin and Wasey & 
Company Advertising Agency in 
New York as Vice-president and full 
partner.

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a $6 million business the first year, it 
has grown to $128 million of busi- 
ness last year. He was first President 
and is now Founder Chairman. 

Mr. Hobler’s Guernsey activities 
started in 1938. He bought his first 
registered animals in 1939 and joined 
the Club in 1940. In 1941, Wood- 
acres Farm was moved from Stam- 
ford, Conn., to Princeton, New Jer- 
sey. Since registering the first animal 
of his own breeding in 1941, there 
have been 366 males and 756 fe- 
males registered as bred in the name 
of Atherton W. Hobler up to early 
this year. 

Emphasis has always been on both 
type and production. The herd was 
on AR test from 1939 to 1961 and 
on HIR since then. The official herd 
production average for 1963, 81 
records, 305 — 2x — ME, of 13048 
lbs. of milk and 663 Ibs. of fat, 
placed it fourth for milk in the 
nation for herds of 50 to 100 records 
and first for over 70 records for milk 
and fat. While I was manager at 
Woodacres, one evening Hobe came 
down to the barn to go through the 
herd as is his usual custom. It so 
happened that the tester had just 
given me his monthly report. Hobe 
went through the figures and men- 
tally figured the production and esti- 
mated the production of the 50 cows 
in the herd. His estimate later proved 
to be less than one pound off on the 
entire 50 cows. 

The herd has been classified 12 
times. The 1963 classification gave 
an average rating of 86.1 on 70 
animals. Nine were Excellent. 
Among many outstanding animals in 
the Woodacres herd over the years, 
Senecaside Meryl is probably out- 
standing—a Gold Star Dam, three 
times National grand champion 
Guernsey cow at Waterloo, and five 
times All-American aged cow, the 
only cow in the breed to be All- 
American five times. 

There have been 12 All-American 
animals, 14 Reserve All-Americans 
and 16 Honorable Mention animals 
from Woodacres. Two Gold Star 
Dams have been developed at Wood- 
acres, and Mr. Hobler was the breed- 
er of a Gold Star Sire now owned 
by Normandy Farm. He bred and 
developed Woodacres Mo Victoria, 
reserve junior champion at the Na- 
tional and Reserve All-American in 
1962, first two-year-old in 1963 and 
All-American. He bred and develop- 
ed her dam, Woodacres Miss Vickie, 
junior champion at the National 
Guernsey Show in 1958 and All- 
American, a great producer and 
brood cow. 

Prior to a dispersal sale in 1955, 
Harry Carre, and myself, had served 
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Glenn H. Lay, Special Representative 
ADA of California, who addressed the 
luncheon meeting on “Selling Premium 


Milks.” 


periods as manager at Woodacres. 
Animals under breeding age were 
not sold in the dispersal, and soon 
the present manager, Merton Sower- 
by, was beginning with Mr. Hobler 
to build the present herd. 

Atherton Hobler has served the 
breed and the industry in many ways, 
in addition to his activities at Wood- 
acres. He was President of the New 
Jersey Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion for seven years, President of the 
Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion for seven years, on the Executive 
Committee of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club one year, and pres- 
ently he is Chairman of the Club’s 
Research Committee. And let’s not 
forget he is Chairman of the General 
Planning Committee for this Annual 
Meeting, and has worked long and 
hard on the activities. 

He is deeply interested in research 
work and guided the Eastern Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association in develop- 
ing and financing the comparison of 
Guernsey and Holstein milk from 
the same farm for the various con- 
stituents of milk. This work, now 
being enlarged on at various universi- 
ties, is proving that Guernsey milk 
has 15 to 16 per cent more protein 
and eight per cent more minerals. 
Today he is active in trying to get 
established a blood typing project 
which it is hoped will result in a 
method of determining whether a 
bull or heifer calf has a much better 
than average chance of being a top 
producer or a poor producer. This 
could be most helpful in selecting 
more profitable herd sires and brood 
cows at an early age. It is an ambi- 
tious project to secure and analyze 
blood samples from 1,200 females a 
year. The University of Delaware, 
Ohio State University, Cornell and 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture plan to collaborate. 


On the personal side, this man has 
four children and 18 grandchildren. 
Last March he and Mrs. Hobler 
celebrated the 50th Anniversary of 
their marriage. (At this point George 
took the opportunity of introducing 
Mrs. Hobler and Miss Lillian Ko- 
ropp, loyal and efficient secretary to 
Mr. Hobler, Founder Chairman, 


Lenton and Bowles, Inc.) 


Here is a man who has brought 
dignity and devotion to the dairy in- 
dustry and has made outstanding 
contributions to the improvement of 
the Guernsey breed. Hobe, I’m very 
happy to be able to present you this 
Award of Honor from The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. 


In response, Mr. Hobler stated: 
[ am very touched, personally, im- 
mensely pleased, and greatly honored 
by this. [| thought you were talking 
about someone else most of the time. 
I would like to say that in my life- 
time I have had a number of in- 
terests, but nothing that has come 
close to making me happier than my 
work with Guernseys and with you 
people. I think it is a great fraternity. 
Wherever you go you see people you 
know and the kind of people you 
like, the kind of people who are do- 
ing something, doing something for 
the country and for agriculture in 
developing this fine breed of cows. 
Personally, I think there is nothing 
like Guernsey milk. I know at this 
time that some of you people think 
the going is pretty hard. Well, it is. 
But, in my experience over a period 
of time, I have always found that 
right comes out right. If we don’t 
have the kind of orders we want, 
may be there has been too little 
time spent on cholesterol that we 
have heard so much about. When a 
product is as good for people as milk, 
regardless of breed, I just feel very 
definitely that there is going to be 
a turn in this field. The way things 
are going now, this overproduction 
is not going to be forever. I see a 
much better future than I think too 
many of us at times believe there is 
in producing and selling Golden 
Guernsey Milk. I am very happy 
that I am in this business. I just 
want to say that whatever I have 
done with Guernseys I think I can 
credit to Harry Carre, who was with 
me 25 years ago up until 1948, to 
George, who was with me until 
1955, and I want to give great credit 
to a fellow whom I think is one of 
the finest Guernsey men, and who 
has the finest understanding in 
handling cows, and that is Mert 
Sowerby. He is solely responsible 
for all the great improvements that 
I think have been made in our herd, 
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and | thank God every night that 
he is with me. Thank you.

HE remarkable progress of live- 
stock development in North 
Carolina and the Southeast has 
been a product of teamwork — team- 
work between farm people, industry, 
and research and education in an 
economy based on free enterprise and 
personal incentive. The ability of 
American agriculture to increase 
quantity, the quality, and the effi- 
ciency of production, and at the 
same time adjust to changing market 
needs and consumer demands, is the 
envy of the world. Premier Khrush- 
shev was recently quoted as saying, 
“If we could only match the ability 
of the American farmers to produce 
meat and milk, we would fire a pow- 
erful torpedo into capitalism.” 

There are some people who want 
us to adopt an attitude of “Let na- 
ture take its course.” They say that 
because we have some commodity 
surpluses that we should restrict or 
discontinue research and educational 
programs in agricultural production; 
that because we produce large sup- 
plies of livestock products in the mid- 
west that we should not use research 
and educational forces to develop a 
livestock industry in the Southeast. 
If we were to adopt this non-com- 
petitive, non-progressive, “drift down 
the river” attitude, as some people 
thoughtlessly advocate, it is possible 
that we would find disposing of sur- 
plus Americans a much more per- 
plexing problem than dealing with 
some surplus farm commodities, or 
up-and-down swings in cattle and 
hog prices. 

There are sober facts that trans- 
cend the short-term problems of mar- 
keting and distribution for livestock 
as well as other agricultural commodi- 
ties. We hear almost every day 
about large areas of the world that 
lack sufficient food to maintain life; 
that in the course of every 24 hours 
10,000 people are defeated in the 
struggle for existence and die the

death of starvation. At the present 
rate of population increase we will 
have only 1.8 acres of cultivatable 
land per person by the year 2000. If 
any reasonable progress is made in 
the improvement of the diet of man, 
our food production per acre must be 
increased 300 per cent in the next 
37 years. 


The Challenge in Livestock 
Production 

Marketings and consumption of 
hogs and cattle in North Carolina 
and the Southeast for 1960 and 1970 
are given in the tabulations in Table 
I. made by the Agricultural Econom- 
ics Department at North Carolina 
State. 


If we are to produce the pork we 
consume, we currently have a deficit 
in our marketings of hogs of 1,131,- 
200 head in North Carolina, and 
7,989,200 in the Southeast (Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama). 

Our cattle deficit is 364,900 head 


in North Carolina and 1,369,400 in 
the Southeast. 

Based on our rate of increased 
cattle and hog numbers during the 
past 10 years, we are not closing the 
gap very rapidly. Our primary suc- 
cess has been in preventing the gap 
between local marketings and con- 
sumption from widening. 


Lessons from Western Europe 


Denmark, one third the size of 
North Carolina, with a population of 
5 million people, exports a larger 
percentage of its agricultural produc- 
tion than any other country in the 
world — and it has a livestock econ- 
omy. The total value of agricultural 
production is $1,175,000,000. The 
home market takes about $364 mil- 
lion, or one third. The exports in 
clude: Pork, $308 million; dairy 
products, $168 million; beef, $98 
million, and poultry and eggs, $70 


million.

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The Danish farmers have organ- 
ized a Danish Agricultural Market- 
ing Board that has four major depart- 
ments, These departments and their 
primary areas of responsibility are as 
follows: 

1. Market Research Department. 
Collects current information on sup- 
ply, prices, marketing conditions, im- 
port duties and restrictions for all 
markets of interest. 


2. Advertising Department. Han- 
dles export promotions. 


3. Exhibition Department. Organ- 
izes and operates exhibitions in for- 
eign countries and works with TV, 
radio, press and important buyers in 
those countries. 

4. Special Overseas Projects De- 
partment. Works with export prob- 
lems in new countries, particularly 
Asia, Africa, and South America. 

We can take an important lesson 
from the Danes in the development 
of overseas markets for meat and 
milk that will support a greatly ex- 
panded livestock production in the 
Southeast. 

Holland has long been recognized 
as the world’s number one dairyland. 
In Holland most of the land is de- 
voted to pasture and hay crops. The 
Dutch farmers use 390 pounds of 
primary fertilizer nutrients per acre 
as compared to 27% pounds per acre 
in the United States. 

We can learn much from the 
Dutch in improving the yields per 
acre of our pasture and hay crops 
and increasing the efficiency of our 
agronomic production which under- 
girds our livestock production. 

Belgium is a country about the size 
of Maryland. It has a population of 
approximately 10 million people. The 
Belgium farmers have 2,900,000 head 
of cattle. 

We often hear that large farms and 
large areas of land are needed for 
cattle production. By employing good 
land and cattle management, the 
little country of Belgium, less than 
one half the size of North Carolina, 
with more than twice the number 
of people, finds it profitable to main- 
tain on their farms more than three 
times the number of cattle we have 
in the Tar Heel State. 


The Greatest Future Needs 

Our greatest needs for further de- 
velopment of the livestock industry 
in North Carolina and the Southeast 
are a continued emphasis on funda- 
mental research and a greater supply 
of trained farm youth. 

Government will provide the reg- 
ulatory research, and industry will 
push the application of applied re- 
search along with feiescbloe adver- 
tisements about new breakthroughs 
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that all successful farmers are capital- 
izing on right now. Both have sin- 
cere interest in the livestock producer 
and his success. 

However, in our State University 
laboratories is a group of men who, 
with the support and encouragement 
of the livestock producers and indus- 
try, will devote their creative energies 
to the exploration and investigation 
of fundamental problems. Such ef- 
forts yield to our industry the basic 
knowledge necessary to solve prob- 
lems that we as a livestock industry 
must face. The history of science has 
shown that without exception the 
greatest advances have been made 
when people pursued scientific inves- 
tigation for its own sake without a 
direct interest in the industrial or 
commercial application of what they 
were doing. A university research 
program also greatly benefits its stu- 
dents, and yields an increasing num- 
ber of qualified men to solve the fu- 
ture problems and challenges of live- 
stock production for all the world’s 


e. 

“Scarcity amid abundance” is our 
present situation with regard to the 
availability of adequately trained 
young men to fill jobs in and related 
to the livestock industry in the South- 
east, and to operate the highly capi- 
talized commercial livestock farms of 
today. To be successful, managers 
and operators of livestock farms must 
be trained to properly evaluate and 
use the vast flow of technical and 
scientific information available today 
— and the increasing amount that 
will be available tomorrow. 

The dedication of the addition to 
Polk Hall signifies the dedication of 
the leadership of North Carolina, and 
the Animal and Food Science staff 
members at North Carolina State go 
to the second mile in the develop- 
ment of the livestock industry of this 
area.

Dennis, 10, Douglas, eight, and 
Kimberly, five. “But if you want us 
as the Dairy Farm Family you'll have 
to include my folks (Mr. and Mrs. 
Elmer Wirt), too,” Russell said in 
accepting the honor. This presented 
no problem since the father and son 
operate their 230-acre farm and 50- 
cow Guernsey herd as equal partners. 
The elder Wirts moved a few years 
ago to a small adjoining farmstead 
about a quarter-mile from “the home 
place.” Elmer Wirt calls himself “a 
commuter of sorts.” 


“The home place” is a natural 
designation for Maple Leaf Farm, 
which was established by Russell’s 
great grandfather in 1855, three 
years before Minnesota achieved 
statehood. The Wirt youngsters are 
the fifth generation to live there. 
The Wirts have little inclination, 
however, to live in the past. “We live 
in the present and for the future,” 
says Russell. “Any success we've a- 
chieved as Guernsey breeders and 
farmers has been by keeping abreast 
of new methods and developments.” 
He indicated a prime source of such 
information has been the Winona 
County Agricultural Extension Of- 
fice in Lewiston, headed by Oliver 
Strand. 

“Farming in general, and dairying 
in particular, are narrow profit opera- 
tions today,” says the younger Wirt. 
“We've tried to step up efficiency 
throughout our operation, and it has 
brought us results.” He says improv- 
ed efficiency has required planning, 
record-keeping and some new equip- 
ment, including a new addition to 


the farm’s 100-year-old barn and the 
installation of a pipeline milker. 

The Wirts have been definitely 
successful as producers, showmen 
and farmers. Their herd won the 
county Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation trophy for the highest aver- 
age butterfat production three years 
straight. They've won a wall-full of 
trophies, plaques and ribbons at dis- 
trict and State Fair Guernsey shows. 
They've also been awarded The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club’s 
Gold Star Breeder Award for six 
consecutive years. 

The Maple Leaf Guernsey herd 
currently has a production average 
of 10900 Ibs. of milk and 533 Ibs. of 
fat per cow on_ standard 305-day 
DHIA test. The Wirt herd has been 
on test for 33 years. The Wirts are 
also proud of having bred and de- 
veloped four cows which have earned 
“Excellent” classification for body 
conformation by The American 


Guernsey Cattle Club. 
Both Elmer and Russell Wirt are 


active members of their national and 
state breed organizations. Russell cur- 
rently is president of the Minnesota 
Guernsey Breeders Association and 
Elmer is a past president. 

The Wirt’s crop program is geared 
to the dairy herd and the 300 hogs 
which they eed each year. Corn, 
alfalfa and oats are raised on the 200 
acres they have under cultivation. 
“There’s still a lot of hard work and 
long hours in dairy farming, but we 
think it’s a good life—the best life for 
us,” says Russell. “You kind of forget

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Milkograf Charts Efficiency Of 
Cow, Operator and Milking 


Machine 


UCCESSFUL testing of a portable 
G sinznost tool that gives a dairy- 

man an immediate visual off 
ciency report on his herd, equipment 
and operators, has been completed 
by The De Laval Separator Com- 
pany, Poughkeepsie, New York. De- 
veloped in Sweden by a De Laval 
affiliate, the Milkograf (U.S. patent 
applied for) is the first device to 
provide a precise indication of milk- 
ing problems and help pinpoint their 
causes. 


Shows What Happens During 
Each Milking 

A single Milkograf curve tells the 
dairyman far more than how much 
milk the cow produced in how many 
minutes. The configuration of the 
graph shows exactly what happens 
during each milking, revealing any 
irregularity. It shows the cow’s sensi- 
tivity to stimulation, rate of milk 
flow, milk let-down time, machine 
stripping requirement, and reaction 
to disturbances. 

In addition, the Milkograf indi- 
cates whether the milking machine 
is operating properly, and whether it 
is harvesting the milk fast enough 
for the cow to attain her full produc- 
tion potential. 

The operator's efficiency is also 
checked. The Milkograf will show 
whether he prepares the cows pro- 
perly, removes milking units prompt- 
ly, and avoids disturbing the cows 
during milking. 


Not For Purchase by Average 
Dairyman 

De Laval plans to make the Milk- 
ograf available for use by all dairy- 
men through its dealers and field 
engineers. A Milkograf costs about 
$400, more than most dairymen could 
justify in relation to the unit’s fre- 
quency of use on a single farm. Some 
of the larger dairying operations, or 
those who buy a great many cows, 
will find it a good investment, as’ 
will breed associations, agricultural 
schools, extension dairymen and auc- 
tioneers. 

During the test period, Milkografs 
were in regular use at the De Laval 
Research Farm near Poughkeepsie 
and in the field under the supervision 
of the company’s dairy engineering 
staff. Field work involved both 
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Weigh jar hangs from 
Milkograf as operator pro- 
ceeds as usual with milk- 
ing. Interpretation of 
curve produced during 
milking reveals over-all 
efficiency of the cow, the 
operator and the milking 
machine. 


routine checks of herds and trouble- 
shooting. 


Milkograf Solved Overmilking 
Problem 

“The Milkograf showed its value 
early in the test period when we got 
some strong complaints from a dairy- 
man who had installed our new faster 
milking system,” says Douglas J. Nor- 
ton, De Laval’s manager of dairy 
engineering. “The herd’s mastitis tests 
were approaching a danger point, and 
the dairyman decided the machines 
were at fault. This was a_ logical 
conclusion, because it was a new 
problem and the machines were the 
only new factor in his dairying opera- 
tion. 

“We went in with a few Milko- 


grafs and checked out every cow for. 


several milkings. The production 
curves showed that the problem was 
chronic overmilking, an average of 
two minutes per cow. By checking 
milking procedures, we found that 
the operators were using too many 
milking units. The dairyman_re- 
moved one unit per operator and 
eliminated overmilking. Now he 
saves the same two minutes per cow 
that had caused the problem in the 
first place.” 


Operation Of The Milkograf 

The Milkograf consists of a spring 
balance scale, graduated up to 66 lbs., 
and a eee instrument, both 
mounted inside a case with two sus- 
pension hooks and a carrying handle 
on top. Readings from the scale are 
transmitted to the pen of the recorder 
by a rack-and-pinion gear. The re- 
corder’s 24-hour clockwork motor con- 
trols the graph paper feed mechanism. 


A sliding plexiglass window on the 
front of the Milkograf case provides 
access to the graph paper so that the 
operator can enter the name or num- 
ber of the cow at the end of each 
milking. 

In use, the Milkograf is suspended 


from a vacuum line or other overhead 
support near the cow to be milked. 
The milker pail or other milk recep- 
tacle is hooked onto a chain that 
hangs from the spring balance. As 
the cow is milked, the weight of the 
milk entering the pail is measured by 
the scale, transmitted to the pen of 
the recording device and charted on 
the graph paper moving past the pen. 


Takes The Guesswork Out 
Of Milking 

“The biggest single advantage of 
the Milkograf,” says Mr. Norton, “is 
that it takes the guesswork out of 
milking. It spots a problem immedi- 
ately and leaves no doubt as to what 
that problem is. Until now, deter- 
mining the specific problem has been 
the major trouble spot in maintain- 
ing a good dairying operation. Once 
he knows his problem, the dairyman 
is well equipped to solve it, whether 
it is a matter of cows, equipment or 
operators.” 


ABS PLANS NEW 
CENTRALIZED HEADQUARTERS 


A\MERICAN BREEDERS SERVICE, INC., 
has outgrown its 45-acre facilities at 
Madison, Wisconsin. A new ABS 
center, which will include dairy and 
beef bull barns, forage farm facilities, 
modern laboratories, semen process- 
ing and storage areas, and the central 
office is being established on a 1,100- 
acre site near De Forest, Wis., a few 
miles north of Madison. 

This spring, the 64 ABS dairy 
bulls, formerly quartered at the old 
Madison Stud, were moved into the 
new dairy bull barn at the De Forest 
ABS center. In total, these 64 bulls 
represent an extra $12 million in the 
pockets of dairy farmers who breed 
with ABS. This somewhat startling 
figure is based on conservative, well- 
documented estimates. The daugh- 
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ters of dairy cows bred by ABS bulls 
average about 450 lbs. more milk per 
cow than their herdmates. ABS 
breeds approximately 1,350,000 cows 
per year with these bulls. Since half 
the cows bred wili produce daughters 
and half sons, that means there will 
be a total of 300 million extra lbs. of 
milk per year resulting from ABS 
breedings. The price of milk, aver- 
aged out across the country, is $4.00 
per hundred pounds. The $12 mil- 
lion figure is the mathematical result.

advanced design. The fire-proof barn 
is constructed of pre-stressed con- 
crete and is designed to be operated 
with a minimum of maintenance. 

The De Forest center will be vir- 
tually completed in 1965. ABS plans 
to raise much of the forage feed 
needed for its prize bulls at the new 
headquarters. Consolidation of the 
Stud facilities, labs, semen processing 
plants and the central offices, which 
will be moved from their present site 
in Chicago, will allow ABS to make 
most effective use of its extensive 
staff and facilities. 


New Peace Corps Agricultural Programs 
Offer Challenging Opportunities 


New opportunities will open this 
summer for Peace Corps Volunteers 
with agricultural training or experi- 
ence to demonstrate their skills in 
Bolivia, Brazil, Dominican Republic, 
Panama, Nigeria, Tanganyika and 
Thailand. 

So great and varied are the needs 
that almost any degree of agricul- 
tural skill can be useful in these 
Peace Corps projects—from several 
years of working on a farm to ad- 
vanced degrees from agricultural 
colleges. 

The new program in Panama il- 
lustrates the divoniey and wide range 
of skills called for this summer. Vol- 
unteers are needed to work with 
livestock disease control programs by 
training inoculation teams, to im- 
prove the swine production methods 
in Panama, to initiate pest control 
programs, to teach the need and 
value of crop diversity and rotation, 
investigate greater use of home gar- 
dens, organize adult education and 
4-H clubs, sponsor child care _pro- 
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grams, and promote campaigns to 
improve the village sanitary condi- 
tions through the use of latrines and 
public showers. 


In Bolivia, advanced agricultural- 
ists are needed to participate in a 
university education project in 
which they will teach basic promol- 
ogy and soil management; how to 
test, cultivate, conserve and improve 
the soil. They also will give intro 
ductory courses in veterinary medi- 
cine and teach the principles of field 
crop production. 

In the Dominican Republic, meat 
is scarce and expensive. The protein- 
short national diet has produced 
shocking malnutrition—two-thirds of 
the people eat only once a day. Dis- 
ease and premature death are com- 
mon. Into this area of desperate 
need, Volunteers with livestock and 
dairy experience will bring their 
special skills. They will teach and 
demonstrate techniques of _ beef, 
swine, poultry and dairy production, 
including housing, feeding, selection, 


“ 


hygiene, and marketing. 

In Nigeria, Volunteers will teach 
the most modern scientific farming 
methods on government demonstra- 
tion farms, work with spraying teams 
to combat the Tsetse fly, help to 
design and construct silos for drying 
and storing grain, improve gorse 
packaging operations and work with 
armers in demonstrating the use of 
fertilizers, irrigation, livestock breed- 
ing and grazing procedures. 

These are among the 40 develop- 
ing nations in Latin America, Africa 
and Asia which have called on the 
Peace Corps for agricultural assis- 
tance. In p whe countries, the prob- 
lems are not overproduction and 
surpluses so familiar in the United 
States; but famine, starvation, dis- 
ease, malnutrition and hopeless pov- 
erty. 

These are the countries where 
struggling peasants still plant their 
same old crops with sticks, cultivate 
their depleted lands with a crude 
hoe, plow eroded fields with oxen, 
harvest their poor yields by hand 
and use the winds to do their 
threshing. 

They never heard of crop _rota- 
tion or diversification; they know 
nothing of conservation measures or 
seed selection; they can’t begin to 
restore the fertility to their lands, 
fight blight and insects, or increase 
their productivity. 

They can’t do it, that is, without 
your help. 

While providing this help, your 
skills can also open the door to 
travel, adventure, the chance to learn 
a new language, become acquainted 
with a foreign culture and broaden 
your own horizons, plus the educa- 
tional benefits and opportunities for 
professional improvement. How will 
you ever know how much you can 
do until you test your skills and in- 
genuity against this kind of chal- 
lenge? 
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Preparations for overseas service 
are thorough. Volunteers receive in- 
tensive language training for the 
country where they are assigned. 

Peace Corps training also covers 
the history, culture, economy, ge- 
ography and politics of the area 
where the Volunteers will serve; in- 
ternational affairs and __ refresher 
courses in American history, and in- 
stitutions and specific skill studies 
designed to equip the Volunteer for 
effective work in the country. 

In order to be eligible for the 
Peace Corps Volunteer, applicants 
must be American citizens. If mar- 
ried, both husband and wife must 
qualify to serve in the same country, 
and they must have no dependents 
under 18. 

In addition to the $75 per month 
readjustment allowances to cover the 
cost of food, housing, transportation, 
appropriate clothing and miscellane- 
ous expenses, Medical care is pro- 
vided by the Peace Corps.

Guernseys In Venezuela 


A recent communique from Mr. 
James F. Gehr, Agricultural Attache, 
and Mr. Marion A. Eggleton, As- 
sistant Agricultural Attache, in Car- 
acas, Venezuela, informed us that 
the Champion Milk Producer in 
Venezuela for the year 1963 was a 
grade Guernsey cow. Her 1963 rec- 
ord, based on 305 days, milked twice 
daily and recomputed to a four per 
cent fat basis, was 11990 lbs. of milk. 
She was sired by a purebred Guern- 
sey bull, imported from the United 
States, and out of a grade Guernsey 
cow. They also reported that the 
Veterinary School of Central Uni- 


versity, Maracay, Venezuela, has a 
few Guernseys in its dairy herd that 
are doing very well. 


Pictured herewith is the dairy sec- 
tion of the U. S. Pavilion at the 


Valencia National Agricultural and 
Livestock Exposition which was held 
in March. Some 45,000 visitors fre- 
quented the exhibit, showing a great 
interest in Guernseys with a big de- 
mand for Guernsey literature. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN DAIRY NUTRITION 


By Dr. C. A. Lassrrer 
Michigan State University 


ABSTRACT 


High-producing Cow Appetite 
Studies 


AN important area of research with 
dairy cattle involves the nutrition of 
the high-producing cow. Cornell 
studies suggest that feed efficiency 
of cows decreases as the level of feed 
intake increases, thus increasing the 
energy requirement per pound of 
milk produced. A corollary is that 
TDN values of feeds are not con- 
stant, but depend on the level at 
which feed is ingested. 

Other interpreters contest this 
view, insisting, instead, that energy 
requirement per pound of milk de- 
pends more on the potential of the 
cow than on the level of milk pro 
duction. Studies of the calcium, pro- 
tein metabolism, and amino acid 


needs of the high-producer will be 


fruitful areas of future research. 


Studies on appetite control and 
stimulation are also becoming more 
important, since there is close agree- 
ment between milk production and 
feed intake. There appears to be an 
influence of rumen volatile fatty 
acids level on controlling feed intake. 

In the area of feed efficiency, one 
study suggests that the level of buty- 
ric acid in the rumen may be an 
important influence on the feed con-

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version for milk production. In an- 
other study, heifers fed urea made 
much faster gains when fed 6X daily 
compared with 2X. 

High Concentrate Feeding 

Conclusions from some Michigan 
work indicate that good cows respond 
to a greater energy intake than is 
normally fed, and can usually be ob- 
tained, with a high roughage ration. 
Cows consume more grain than 
formerly thought likely. 

Work from two stations showed 
contrary results with concentrate 
feeding. However, the experimental 
conditions are subject to criticism, 
so that the contrary views have a 
somewhat weakened foundation. 

An economic analysis of high level 
grain feeding concluded that under 
a normal range of feed and milk 
prices, dairymen could profitably 
feed 4,500 to 6,000 pounds of grain 
per lactation. 

Influence of Feeding on Milk 

Composition 

Much work in this country has 
been on the possibility of changing 
milk composition through pelletting 
of feeds. In some high-grain work, 
there is no consistent effect on milk 
composition, but in some cases, 
there has been a tendency for the 
protein and SNF contents to in- 
crease with increased levels of con- 
centrates. 

More work must be done before 
we will know enough about the in- 
fluence of feeding on milk com- 
position. Studies cited indicate the 
possibility of altering the composi- 
tion of milk through feeding. 

Other Work 

Limited observations show little 
benefit on milk production from 
supplementary diets with vitamin A. 
However, certain herds, fed only 
haylage or high amounts of certain 
corn silage low in carotene, may 
benefit from added vitamin A. 

One report, studying nitrate toxic- 
ity, attempted to induce toxicity ex- 
cisnlieaseall Heifers fed 20 and 30 
gm. per cwt. body weight showed 
no ill effects from the level of ni- 
trate supplied.
